A Sense of Urgency 


An atmosphere of urgency will create an atmosphere of achievement. 
Have you noticed that the people who make things happen in this 
world value and share the same sense of urgency? High Achievers work 

— best under a self-determined or externally fixed deadline for achieving 
objectives. Those who consciously choose not to "sleep at the wheel" 
realize that regardless of the goal being pursued, they must continually 
maintain a sense of urgency in order to compete and win. 


True greatness is only achieved once we develop a sense of urgency 
and importance of what we are doing. I mean a sense of urgency to 
the extent that we feel getting results and achieving our goals is almost 
a matter of life and death. It's tragically un-hip to procrastinate. A 
deadline and strong sense of urgency generates energy toward getting 
results. In short, they drive people to perform. 


Purposely put yourself in a position where you have to perform! One 
of the biggest mistakes people make when trying to achieve a goal is to 
plunge ahead without establishing a high enough sense of urgency in 
themselves and others. Communicating urgency is one of the hallmarks 
of personal and professional leadership. 


The Importance of Deadlines! 


In an ideal world, behavior shouldn't depend on deadlines. Behavior 
should depend on our values, and one of the values of all high 
erforming people is a sense of urgency.

A clearly understood deadline, that is shared, agreed upon and 

4 committed to, is the silver bullet of proactive behavior. There is nothing 
like a good old fashioned,"it's got to be done by this deadline” that gets 
people off the bench and into the game. 


Why You Need a Sense of Urgency 


None of us can afford to delay our goals, dreams nor responsibilities any 
longer. Deadlines create a sense of urgency that helps us get things done. 
Open your eyes, look around you and see all of the wonderful things 
that get accomplished all due to a deadline and corresponding sense of 
urgency that is either self-imposed or other-imposed. 


* Newspapers and magazines all depend upon deadlines to get printed. 

* Federal Express — an entire industry was created to satisfy those 
with a need for urgent communication. 

* Marketers intentionally limit quantity, style, color and size... while 
using messages like “Hurry!” "Act now!" and "Tomorrow is too 
late"... to convey an urgency to buy. 

* 'The government depends on deadlines in order to receive tax monies. 


'The lesson: Everything in your world involves the use of deadlines to 
create commitment, accountability and most importantly, a sense of 
urgency. It's time for you to enforce the same principle into your life! 
Embrace a “Do It Now" philosophy! No matter how intelligent or 
capable you may be, if you don't have a sense of urgency, NOW is the 
time to start developing it. Creating a sense of urgency helps you to 
replace question marks with exclamation marks! 


* The apology that is long overdue? Apologize today! 

* The visit you've been intending to make? Make it today! 

* The daily exercise you were going to do? Start exercising today! 

* 'The broken relationship you've wanted to restore? Work at it today! 
* The decision to confront your fears? Do it today! 

* The commitment to be the best you can be? Make it today! 


How Do You Create a Sense of Urgency? 


Wouldn' it be great if you could somehow infuse a sense of urgency 
and ignite passion into your activities as well as those around you? The 
following are seven ways to create a sense of urgency: 


1. Recognize the importance of establishing a sense of urgency. 
2. Select the causes of complacency. 

3. Identify the strategies for raising urgency levels. 

4. Discuss with all parties concerned and create buy-in. 

5. Take action and stay focused on the prize. 

6. Monitor progress and adjust where and when necessary. 


Repeat, reinforce and remind yourself and others of the deadline. If you 
believe that our business is becoming more competitive, then you must 
also believe that you need more out of yourself. The best way to do that 
is to create a sense of urgency into all of your goals and plans. 


Remember the wisdom of Leonardo Da Vinci: I have been impressed with 


the urgency of doing. Knowing is not enough; we must apply. Being willing is 


not enough; we must do.

As a National Board member and national chair of the Guild's Senior 
Performers Committee, Howard worked with other Screen Actors Guild 
board members across the country to help get a TV/Theatrical contract 
negotiated and passed in 2009. 


The noted actor made his professional debut on Broadway in 1968 and 
since has performed in nearly 40 stage productions, seven of which 
were on Broadway. He's appeared in more than 20 feature films. 


In television, Howard has starred in seven series, six mini-series, and 
16 movies, in addition to making countless guest appearances. He 
helped create The White Shadow, a groundbreaking television series 
in which he starred; it was on network television from 1978 through 
1982. He's also had recurring roles on shows such as Dynasty and 
Crossing Jordan. 


A veteran character actor, Howard has portrayed several U.S. 
presidents in his career, including George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and Warren G. Harding. 


Howard spent three years in Cambridge, Mass., (1986-89) teaching 
at the American Repertory Theatre, Harvard University and Harvard 
Law School. He authored the book Act Natural, published by Random 
House in 2003.

Another First Chance 


I get frustrated when someone tells me they had a bad day. 


You mean all day — all 24 hours of it — was bad? And, exactly how do 
you pull off a bad month? A bad week? I say this because I cannot even 


grasp a bad day. 


In this business you are really only entitled to a bad appointment. 
Every appointment represents another first chance, and every first 
chance represents a fresh opportunity and it is up to you to motivate 
yourself that way! 


I understand the motivation part of this business can be the most 
frustrating. There will be some down times when you feel like giving 
up. But you know what? Today you don't feel like giving up! So why 
not develop something right now that will help you tackle those down 
moments? Maybe it's a picture of your family or a picture of the car 
you plan to purchase. Maybe it's a photo of the next vacation spot, or 


maybe it's a favorite song that waits to be cued up. Whatever it is, use 
it and get motivated. 


It’s time to get motivated. Though by the time you read this it will 
have already started, my calendar has predicted for many days now that 
the second quarter of 2010 is upon us. Has yours? Too often, I speak 
with Agents and Agency leaders about what their ambitions are, and it 
seems a large portion of the answers involve giant steps scheduled for 
later in the year. It is as if they want to play catch-up. 


The fact of the matter is if any preparations are needed for the second 
quarter, they should be done before it actually arrives. You may have 
your goals prepared for the new quarter, but are you prepared to have 
your plan of execution in place on March 31? 


You see, a sheet of goals is worthless without a plan of exactly how you 
are going to achieve them. A step-by-step, day-by-day, week-by-week 
game plan is the real key to achieving your goals! 


Given that, just where do you stand for 2010? Setting goals is an 
internal competition. It’s you against yourself. It’s not like someone 
else can step in and take away your goals. But your goals certainly 
won t be coming to you, asking to be captured. Therefore, it is up to 
you to determine the goals, prepare the game plan, execute the game 
plan on a daily basis, determine a method to measure victory daily and 
to measure “plan to date” standings. And, most importantly, create a 
method to keep yourself motivated. 


Imagine a goal that can be measured. As an Agent, it can be an 
amount of Net ALP. As a Manager, it can be how many Agents that 
you will be adding to your team. It may be what your contract is at the 
end of the year or how many promotions you receive. All of these are 
what I call “self-contained goals.” They are goals which, if not achieved, 
you have only yourself to ask why. 


On the other hand, there are goals which are not self-contained. I 
prefer to stay away from these types of goals because they give you 
minimal control over the outcome due to so many other factors tied to 
them. For example, what if your goal is to finish in the top ten and you 
are determined that you need to write $175,000 Net ALP to be in the 
top ten? Now, imagine a scenario where you write $185,000 but finish 
in 15th. You exceeded your self-contained goal of $175,000 net ALP, 
but now you are frustrated because you didnt finish in the top ten. Tell 
me, would you celebrate, or would you feel defeated? It has to be the 
most frustrating feeling to actually exceed your own expectations but 
not meet the goal! 


Wow! With the second quarter here, there is a lot to think about — 
goals, game plans, execution, self-contained goals, Company goals, 
motivation, frustration, bad days, good days, ambitions, preparation and 
family! It’s all up to you. Don't let the second quarter start without you.
